And whereas the copies of the said Gazette weic made avail¬ 
able to the public on the 12th September, 1981: 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft rules have been considered by the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers confencd by suh- 
section (1) of section 23 of ihc said Act, the Central Government 
after consultation with Central Committee for Food Standards 
hereby makes the following rules, further to amend the Pi even-
